The grounds, on which the Appel- 
lant based his appilention for leave

Asked Jf ho had anything to say

tually a quarter-of-n-mile from (the 
actual place. ‘Though that was “not 
important, sald Appclant, it went to 
prove that she was lying. ; . 

.Gagging Demonstration 

The girl had also stated that he 
had gagged her, but when she de- 
monstrated .before the Kowloon 
Magistrate, how he was supposed to 
have gagged her, it was shown that 
the gag did not prevent her from 
screaming, and had Appellant gagged 
her suMtiently well to prevent her 
from doing so, she would surely-have 
shown marlcs of it when she reported 
to the Police Station, 

She had also alleged that-the Ap- 
pellant hind lifted her over a fence 
into the ground where the offence 
tools placa, but,-declared Jacobs, it 
was quite impossible for him to do 
so as the fence wns too high. He 
could also not crawl under the fence 
ng she had: further alleged. Appel- 
lant was famillar with: the ground, ag

The girl had also said that Appel- 
jant took her out on the pretext of 
going to see n girl named Mary, but 
she knew, perfectly well at the time 
that Mary was in Australia with the 
evacuees, There was: no reason for 
her to use that name. 

‘Slept Inv Barracks 

“I knew thie girl to be a prostitute,” 
went on Jacobs, “and I can bring 
evidence to this effect.

In the excitement of the trial, 
T had forgotten several things I wish- 
ed to say, and Iwas also asked not 
to bring this forward.” :

He went on to say that had he 
wanted to,commit: rape, the girl 
would: hive been the Inst person he 
would choose, as she knew all about 
him.

In the cook-house I found 
men too dirty and hopeless for 
ordinary duties, who had been 
sent there in order to get them 
out of the way; and I am sure 

‘that other soldiers of that 
period must have met © them 
too. 


Willing To Praise 
Then I found good cooks 
ruined by. bad conditions, und, 


others: blunted and over- 
—wwhelmed_by_the_endless_char- 


- Still, the critic, nppalled by ‘the 
hotel ranges, the long vistas of pre- 


cious aluminium, the electric plate- - 


washing machines, the steum-heat- 
ed tea machines, is silenced by be- 
ing taken from this ideal world 


into the open air, where cooks are © 


stirring dixics on home-made fires 
and bending with smarting — eyes 
over our old friend, ‘the fleld-kit- 
chen. 


So, you see, at the Anny School 


of Cookery the real and the {deal 
are in close proximity, and all the 
taxpayer can do is to wonder whe-

“If you could see the dinners of 
a thousand men!" sald ‘one.

It’s very 
easy to get the wind up when 
you're cooling. jn the Army, and, 
because you're afraid of belng Iate, 
starting too soon and: over-cooking 
everything.”

Surely no finer military distinction 
could ‘be obtained than that of a 
cook loved by his comrades!

{lon for him; or possibly such rare 
distinction is its own reward! 


Revolution 


It Is not perhaps known that two 
years ago o grent revolution took 
place In Army cookery, although 
I am prepared to hear many sol- 
dlers say they have not notleed it. 


In 1038 the whole problem was, 
reviewed, and almost cnough moncy 
was spent, and expert opinion cn- 
gaged, to reform the cooking of the 
entlre nation, 


In that’ yeor it whs decided to 


appoint experienced civillan chefs. 


and restaurant experts as instruc 
tors nt the Army School of Cooks 
ery, Aldershot. 


A magnificent new building was * 


designed, and .was opened o few 
weeks ago, where 800 pupils can 
‘be taught at one time. '

In addition to practical cookery, 
messing. officers are given a two 
weeks’ course In subjects connected 
with .food, rations and waste; and 
there should be a messing officer to 
every unit of 500 men. 


How vast fs the whole problem 
of Army cooking cun be judged 
frem the fact that out of every 50 
men called up, one should be train- 
ed-as a cook, So that in an-Army 
of 2,000,000 men, 40,000 are cooks! 


If cooking js not yct first-class’ 
* throughout the Army, it is ccr- 


tainly not the fault of the Army 


* School. 


Its standards ore those of a good 
hotel, and it Is inspired by the re-

The offer was rejected. by President

which .was urgently required in the 
Middle East and provision .for many 
ombulances. 

The few Indian ladies left In Lon- 
don, Mrs Lall added, were assisting 
the Indian Comforts Fund and pro~ 
viding much needed comforts for 
soldicrs and stumen in 
climates. In this work they were 
aided by 600 ladies from all parts of 
Britain.
